The James Beard Awards often are called 
the Oscars of the culinary world and, in 
case all this loud talk about the NFL Draft, 
Bulls and Blackhawks was too distracting, 
here’s a reminder that they’re being served 
up in Chicago on Monday night. 

The Beard Awards will offer touch- 
stones of Oscar glamour— with a setting 
at the Lyric Opera’s majestic Civic Opera 
House, gown- and black tie-clad nomi- 
nees and even a long red carpet. 

And chefs will be strolling past flashing 
cameras and into the ceremony— vying 
for an award stamped with the image of 
a bald guy, who, unlike Oscar, is real: the 
late James Beard, lauded as the dean of 
American cooking. 

“James Beard was, I think, America’s 
first celebrity foodie,” said Susan Ungaro, 
president of the James Beard Foundation. 
“He was a champion of American regional 
cuisine long before it was truly popular.” 

Here are 5 other things to know about 
the awards: 


1. Hosted by New York City for the past 24 
years, the James Beard Awards was sto- 
len from the Big Apple and are now in 
Chicago-at least for now.

2. As with the Oscars, the public mostly 
will be shut out of the sold-out main 
event on Monday. 

3. Named after the late cookbook au- 
thor and teacher, the James Beard 
Foundation was founded in 1990 with a 
mission to “celebrate, nurture, and hon- 
or America’s diverse culinary heritage 
through programs that educate and in- 
spire,” according to its website. The first 
James Beard Awards in 1991 took place 
on a yacht in New York Harbor for 1,000 
attendees. 

4. Honoring more than a dozen categories 
that range from best new restaurant to 
rising star chef, the awards are voted on 
by a group of more than 600, including 
past winners and journalists who repre- 
sent the 10 regions of the best chef cate- 
gories. Chicago has collected more than 
40 James Beard Awards over the years, 
including four for outstanding chef. 

5. As for the awards gala, already at ca- 
pacity with 2,000 tickets sold, the most 
serious of food lovers can watch live at 
home. The awards will be live-streamed 
on chicagotribune.com, with coverage 
starting promptly at 6 p.m. Monday.

Chicago foodies, leave those selfie sticks at 

home. 

Hundreds of celebrity chefs and culinary 
bold-face names are expected to attend the 
James Beard Foundation Awards on Monday 
night, the first time Chicago has hosted the 
annual event that has been dubbed the “Os- 
cars of the food world.” 

Though VIPs will be walking the red car- 
pet in front of the Lyric Opera before the 
6 p.m. ceremony their fans likely won’t be 
able to ogle or snap pics of them because of 
limited space outside the opera house. In- 
stead, foodies who weren’t able to snag a $500 
ticket to the sold-out show are encouraged 
to use their iPhone or computer to watch the 
foundation’s live broadcast of the festivities. 

“There’s just not a lot of room for general 
viewers” near the red carpet, awards spokes- 
woman Mary Blanton Ogushwitz said. “It will 
probably get a little crowded. The best view is 
probably online.” 

This will be the second time in days Chica- 
go is hosting a major ceremony but the public 


hoopla will differ. Thursday’s NFL Draft in- 
cluded an elaborate gold carpet on Michigan 
Avenue to welcome the football standouts 
and multiple street closures for festivities. 

The Beard carpet will be on the sidewalk 
along Wacker Drive near Madison Street, an 
area that is shrouded by the 
opera house’s columns. 

Though there will be no 
street closures, transit rid- 
ers may find themselves 
hustling around the side- 
walk commotion, which 
starts at 5 p.m. 

Chicagoans should get 
used to this set-up. The 
Windy City is slated to host the Beard cer- 
emony through 2017, under a deal recently an- 
nounced by Mayor Emanuel. 

New "York has hosted the awards since they 
began in 1991. (A separate show for books, 
broadcast and journalism awards still occurs 
in New York.) The past few years, the main 
awards show has been held at Lincoln Center 
in Manhattan, which allowed for a different 


red-carpet experience, Blanton Ogushwitz 
said. 

“The space we have outside the {Chicago} 
opera house is what we have to work with. To 
get everyone into the show in a timely and safe 
way we can’t invite people to come and stand 
on the red carpet with us,” 
Blanton Ogushwitz said. 
‘Anyone can walk by and 
catch a glimpse for sure.” 

Blanton Ogushwitz said 
fans have other options 
besides the red carpet and 
the ceremony to spot their 
favorite chef Multiple res- 
taurants are hosting din- 
ners and demos in the days before and after 
the awards show 

Otherwise, the foundation is offering live 
streams of the red carpet and the awards cer- 
emony as it has done in the past, but this is 
the first time it is using the Periscope app to 
broadcast the red carpet, Blanton Ogushwitz 
said. Anyone with an iPhone or computer can 
watch the Periscope feed. 


The red carpet for the Beard 
awards, a longtime New York sta- 
ple, is expected to draw celebrity 
chefs such as Ludo Lefebvre and 
Daniel Boulud; Chicago greats 
Rick Bayless, Paul Kahan, Grant 
Achatz and Mindy Segal; and ris- 
ing culinary stars.

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BARACK OBAMA FOUNDATION: CHICAGO’S NEW POWER PLAYER 

Over the next four to five years, the Barack Obama Foundation will oversee the plan- 
ning and construction of the library, museum and academic institute, a multimillion- 
dollar investment on the South Side. Whether the president ultimately decides to 
place it in Washington Park or Jackson Park in Woodlawn, it will be the first presiden- 
tial library to be built in the center of a low-income, urban area. 

In the coming months, the foundation will enter into a formal partnership with the 
city to revitalize South Side communities around the library. Together, they will be 
charged with creating an economic environment that will attract supplemental busi- 
nesses such as restaurants and hotels and provide road and transportation enhance- 
ment in neighborhoods that have long been neglected. 

The University of Chicago, which will host the library, has boasted that the develop- 
ment would be a $600 million economic catalyst that will revitalize neighborhoods, 
create commercial corridors and generate nearly 2,000 jobs. Obama has made it 
clear that he wants his library to be an economic engine that partners with the com- 
munity. If that is to happen, the foundation will lead the way. dahleenglanton, tribune

Even though the news that the Obama presi- 
dential library is coming to the South Side 
wasn’t yet official, Torrey Barrett couldn’t 
stop himself from celebrating. 

When he arrived at his Washington Park- 
based KLEO Community Life Center on Eri- 
day morning, he found himself offering warm 
congratulations to community members, 
shaking hands and patting his colleagues and 
neighbors on the back. 

“People are trying to organize victory par- 
ties and scrambling to make sure we are all 
organized and ready to work,” Barrett said. 
“Eor the first time in the history of this coun- 
try black and brown faces will be involved in 
a process to build a monument to the first 
African-American president. The South Side 
is the right choice.” 

Sources told the Chicago Tribune and other 
media outlets that President Obama has se- 


lected the University of Chicago to host his 
library and museum, but there has not been an 
official confirmation from 
the White House or the 
foundation that will man- 
age the project. 

But as the news spread 
by social media, text mes- 
sage and word of mouth, 
residents throughout the 
city paused to smile and 
cheer. On Eriday some 
wore the “Bring it on 
Home” T-shirts that were 
printed as part of a cam- 
paign to push Obama to 
select Chicago over New 
York and Hawaii for his 
library 

On Eriday Gov Rauner signed a bill into 
law aimed at providing legal protections 
for the Obama presidential library and the 


George Lucas museum in Chicago. 

The move ended the mystery of what 
the Republican governor 
would do with a measure 
state lawmakers quickly 
passed last week. Rauner 
had been mum, but his 
administration released a 
statement Eriday saying 
the governor “thinks the 
president’s library will be 
a benefit to the state of 
Illinois and to the city of 
Chicago and is supportive 
of that.” 

The bill changes state law 
to specifically allow the con- 
struction of “presidential li- 
braries” on public parkland as long as the public 
can access the grounds “in a manner consistent 
with its access to other public parks.” 

The measure also specifies that the Chicago 


Park District has the authority to lease land 
for a presidential library or a museum even if 
“located on formerly submerged land.” That’s 
aimed at thwarting a central aspect of a lawsuit 
from park preservationists who argue that the 
lakefront land the Lucas Museum of Narrative 
Art would be built on is a protected waterway 

It has not yet been determined whether the 
library and museum will be placed on 20 acres 
in Jackson Park or on 21 acres in Washington 
Park. 

Eriends of the Parks released a statement Eri- 
day supporting the president’s selection of the 
South Side, but it asked that he choose a site 
outside the park space to place the buildings. 

“Eriends of the Parks welcomes the selec- 
tion of Chicago as a site for this important 
deposit of the President’s papers, but urges 
the President to preserve the integrity of Chi- 
cago’s historic parks as well,” the organization 
wrote in a released statement. 

In the neighborhoods near those parks, the 


WHO’S PAYING? 

Presidential libraries are built 
with private donations, and the 
Obama library’s construction 
and endowment are expected to 
require up to $500 million in con- 
tributions.

POSSIBLE SITES FOR THE OBAMA LIBRARY 

Separated by less than 2 miles, Jackson Park and 
Washington Park were designed by the pre-emi- 
nent landscape architect Frederick Law Olmsted 
at the same time and envisioned as one green 
space of more than 1,000 acres connected by the 
Midway Plaisance. 

Both the 367-acre Washington Park and the 
543-acre Jackson Park are in neighborhoods that 
struggle with crime and neglect. Jackson Park, 
however, stretches along the lakefront and already 
is the site of the Museum of Science and Industry. 

Washington Park may have a slight advantage 
when it comes to transportation access. The CTAs 
Green Line stops at Washington Park. In addition, 
U. of C.’s proposal in Washington Park includes 
an additional 11 acres that could accommodate a 
parking deck easier than Jackson Park could. 

But, a Metra train line can pick up passengers at 
Millennium Park and drop them at Jackson Park, 
which also is accessible via Lake Shore Drive and 
Stony Island Avenue. And, a CTA bus line runs to 
the park directly from the Loop.

mood was especially giddy Residents talked 
about the possibilities over breakfast and ex- 
pressed their approval in a local cafe. 

As he knocked around golf balls in Jackson 
Park on Friday Chuck Simmons said he didn’t 
care if getting the library meant losing the 
park. He just wants it. 

“We got plenty of parks,” he said. “This is a 
place all black kids can go and visit. Pm glad 
it’s coming to the South Side. This is where 
Obama got started.” 

The library project would funnel millions 
of dollars to the South Side and create hun- 
dreds of jobs. For many the monument would 
be an uplifting symbol to the thousands of 
young people in the city who admire Obama’s 
achievements. 


Patrice Yursik lives on the Near South Side 
and was featured in a video produced to influ- 
ence Obama’s choice. She was excited when 
she heard the news through social media. 

“I got caught up like everyone else and 
shared the link,” she said. “Then I read fur- 
ther and thought, ‘Oh, this is a temporary ex- 
citement. We’ve got to wait for official word.’” 

But even as she tempered her emotions, Yur- 
sik said her social media feeds lit up with buzz. 

“Getting a distinguished landmark like this 
will be a game changer for our city,” she said. 
“What benefits the South Side benefits the 
entire city This will uplift a community at a 
time when it needs it.” 

Ghian Foreman, a Washington Park resi- 
dent and activist, said the news still basically 


amounts to rumor. But he believes in the 
power of speaking affirmatively 

“Fm confident that Chicago is the place 
where the library will be,” he said. “I won’t 
believe anything until I hear it from Obama 
himself But I stay hopeful and prayerful. Fm 
excited.” 

Construction of the library and museum is 
years away Foreman said. But the plan for it is 
enough to inspire and transform a struggling 
community 

“Now I want people to come visit us in 
Washington Park,” he said. “Come have a 
meal, a cup of coffee, visit the DuSable Mu- 
seum so you can say you remember the before 
and after. Let’s use this moment as a tool and 
accomplish a bigger goal than just the library” 


PRESIDENTIAL LIBRARY FAST FACTS 

The Obama library will be the 14th presi- 
dential library in the network of U.S. presi- 
dential libraries. Here are other fast facts 
about them: 

» The president, along with the U.S. archi- 
vist, makes the decision about where 
the presidential library will be built. 

Many have chosen their hometowns; 
others have selected locations near a 
university campus. 

» These are not traditional libraries; they 
are archives and museums that pre- 
serve the papers, records and other his- 
torical materials of U.S. presidents. 

» They present documents and artifacts of 
a president and his administration to the 
public “without regard for political con- 
siderations or affiliations.” 

» The U.S. National Archives operates the 
presidential libraries. The libraries be- 
long to the American people. 

» The presidential library system formally 
began in 1939. 

» Franklin D. Roosevelt, the 32nd U.S. 
president, is responsible for starting the 
presidential library network. 

» Before Roosevelt moved to create a re- 
pository to preserve these presidential 
papers and materials, many of these 
documents from previous administra- 
tions had been lost, stolen, intentionally 
destroyed or sold for profit. 

» Congress passed the Presidential Libraries 
Act in 1955. It was amended in 1986 
» Before 1978, presidents and scholars be- 
lieved that records created by the presi- 
dent or his staff while in office remained 
personal property. The Presidential 
Records Act of 1978 established that 
these documents belong to the U.S.

Riot Fest plans to 
meet with alderman

Riot Fest’s founder was taken aback at 
Aid. Roberto Maldonado’s comments about 
not wanting the three-day festival to return 
to Humboldt Park and planned to meet with 
him this week to address his concerns and op- 
position. 

The effort to restore the park grounds is 
still ongoing several months after thousands of 
concertgoers trampled into the park amid rain 
last September and left the park a muddy mess. 
The festival last year took up much of the park 
from North Avenue to the north to Division 
Street to the south and California Avenue to 
the east and Kedzie Avenue to the west. 

Although Maldonado, of the 26th Ward, 
supported the festival at the park for the past 
three years because of the economic ben- 
efit to the community he represents, he has 
changed his mind because of the damage to 
the park and the disruption the fest caused 
for other park users. 

‘After the aftermath of the last Riot Fes- 
tival, now I have to have a different position 
because it was a big mess, which still the park 
is trying to rectify” he said. 

Riot Fest founder Michael Petryshyn said 
last week he was “extremely surprised” at Mal- 
donado’s opposition. He said he wants Riot 
Fest to stay in Humboldt Park. 

“This is our home,” he said. “We are invest- 
ed in this community” 

Additional landscape repairs are being 
made and Riot Fest would like to make infra- 
structure improvements to the park as well, 
he said. 

One issue both sides disagreed on is the fes- 
tival’s big footprint last year. 

Petryshyn maintains the alderman said he 
would not support the event last year unless 


the festival entrance was located at Division 
Street and Mozart Drive. Creating an en- 
trance there resulted in a change to the entire 
footprint of the fest last year, encompassing 
low-lying areas they had not planned to use on 
the east side of the park, he said. The most- 
damaged parts of the park are where two 
stages were set up in areas that were not part 
of the original footprint and on land that had 
drainage issues, he said. 

The alderman denied it was his decision to 
get Riot Fest to change their footprint last 
year, saying the decision on the layout is made 
between Riot Fest, the park district and the 
police department. 

Riot Fest, which is sponsored by RedEye 
this year like it was last year, is scheduled for 
Sept. 11-13 in Chicago. But the festival has not 
submitted permit applications yet for a 2015 
event, according to Chicago Park District 
spokeswoman Kiera Ellis. 

Petryshyn shared more than two dozen let- 
ters of support from neighborhood associa- 
tions, residents, businesses, state and county 
politicians, and even John Stirratt, the bass- 
ist for Wilco, that were addressed to Mayor 
Emanuel asking that permits be granted for 
the festival. 

“Nonetheless, between the support we 
have received from the Mayor’s office, con- 
gressmen, state legislatures, county commis- 
sioners and the many aldermen in having Riot 
Fest’s permanent home in Humboldt Park- 
just like Fiestas Puertorriquenas and Fiesta 
Boricua— we are completely confident that 
any and all future concerns from Alderman 
Maldonado will be handled in the fashion we 
know best: as good neighbors,” Petryshyn 
said in a statement.

The BuUs, battered and beleaguered for re- 
cent playoff runs, enter their much-anticipat- 
ed playoff meeting with the Cavaliers whole.
